Judge David Trager 


With the passing of District Judge David G. Trager, Brooklyn Law 
School lost an extraordinary and beloved colleague, teacher, trustee, former 
dean and great friend. As a young lawyer, Judge Trager trained under the 
trial lawyer Emile Zola Berman, and then served as law clerk to New York State 
Court of Appeals Judge Kenneth Keating and Chief Judge Stanley Fuld. He then 
began a career that combined law school teaching and public service. He 
served as Assistant United States Attorney for the Eastern District of New 
York and Chief of the Appeals Division. In 1972, he joined the faculty of 
Brooklyn Law School, with which he was associated until his death. In 1974, 
was appointed United States Attorney for the Eastern District of New York. 

In 1978, Judge Trager returned to Brooklyn Law School, where he taught 
Constitutional Law and Conflict of Laws and, in 1983, was appointed Dean of 
the Law School. During his tenure as Dean, the School made great progress in 
virtually every area. Under his leadership, the School embarked on what was 
at the time the most ambitious capital expansion program in its history, 
including construction of an architecturally acclaimed addition to the 

School’s main building and the purchase of the School’s first residence 

halls. Judge Trager was a formidable multi-tasker. While serving as Dean, 

he also served as Chair of the State Commission of Investigation, as a 

member of the New York City Charter Revision Commission, as President of the 
Federal Bar Council, and as Chairman of Mayor Koch’s Committee on the 
Judiciary. In 1993, he was appointed United States District Judge for the 
Eastern District of New York, and continued his affiliation with Brooklyn 

Law School as a member of the Board of Trustees, as an Adjunct Professor, 
and as a mentor to the many BLS graduates who clerked and the BLS students 
who interned in his chambers.
